On December 20, 1917, th Crucible
Steel Company paid $11,000 in triads to
the collection office of Commissioner
James F. Gannon, Jr., Director of Rev¬
enue and Finance. Some time later the
money somehow dropped out of sight.
There also disappeared the lodger.

This situation came up last Tuesday,
when Mr. Gannon was summoned to
appear before the Grand Jury with the
missing book. He explained that he
did not know of the disappearance of
the book until 1910 and tliat then, when
J. Harry Foley of his office, now sec-

retary to Gov. Kdwardtt. told Mm bow
matters stood ha decided, though be¬
lieving in Mr. Foley's honesty, to hold
l.im technically responsible, as he was

cunh ier
Mr. Foley later put up $12,001 In Lib¬

el ty bonds to be held by Mr. Gannon
until the money was found or accounted
for. With the money still missing Com¬
missioner Gannon cashed the Liberty
bonds last week and paid the money to
the city treasury.
The committee may also look Into the

matter of the land deal on the Hudson
Boulevard. The Stowedin Realty Com¬
pany owned a plot about 160 by 100
feet on the boulevard near the Summit
avenue lube station. The company con¬
ceived the idea that it would make an
ideal parking place for automobiles. It
applied for permission to make use of
It thus, in May, 19:10. but two morrths
later tha zoning commission refused*to
permit this on the ground that the real
estate was in a district restricted to res¬
idences.

Later, in July, the Stowedin com¬

pany received a letter from James P.
Gannon & Son suggesting that the prop¬
erty could be sold to Samuel A. Lerner.
This sale was made, and the Gannon
company received a commission of more
than $1,000, it Is alleged. In Septem¬
ber Lerner received permission to make
a parking space. Some of the levelling
and other work was done with the as¬

sistance of the Jersey City Park De¬
partment and investigators can find no

permit for taking up the curb at the
Hudson Boulevard office, it is charged.

Detective Crooks said Miller insisted
that Nadine had entered the stable of
her own volition Tuesday night at C
o'clock, that she fainted before he had
an opportunity to harm her, ond that
after lie had found it impossible to re-
vive her he deposited the body 'n a hole
in the floor.

His wife, if he hq,s one. is equally unfortunate: for her husband's
sake, she finds it impossible to cultivate friendships because of that
ever present horror that some one might try to influence the critic's
judgment through her.

Finally, after years of isolation, loneliness, boredom, the critic
becomes so satiated with the artificial influences of the theatre
that, like the victim of drugs, he requires an extraordinary stimula¬
tion to give him the least kind of a thrill.

If any show, therefore, arouses critics to a frenzy of enthusiasm
it must l>e a good show.

Such enthusiasm was aroused, and the critics were excited,
thrilled and fascinated, as never before, on the first night, when
William Fox presented his latest ami greatest super-screen spec¬
tacle. "The Queen of Sheba," at the Lyric Theatre last week.

If these critics, stolid and indifferent on most occasions, actually
became so enthusiastic, then what must be the effect upon the gen¬
eral public of-such an extraordinary and unusual production?

The general public, loving the Iheatrc, seeking amusement,
caring naught for technical points such as the critics love to pick
upon, arc much more easily pleased. The general public, like little
children, eagerly adore and love a beautiful entertainment that will
give them pleasure a hundred-fold more than the critics.

Please note that while the hard-boiled critics of New York went
into raptures over "The Queen of Sheba," the public itself actually
stands up and cheers at every performance, applauding the mag¬
nificent chariot race, which is one of the big sensational features of
this fascinating romance of the love story of the most beautiful
woman that ever lived.
